C^-Wcnre told by the partisans of Abra 
ham LlEcoln that hie doctrine of necessity and 
the indispensable can do no permanent in- 
jury, inaamuch as the doctrine oMatM only in 
time of war. 

Now, we do tot know ho* long war will 
last. This generation may never see peace 
and they would like to have free government 
They ich.xitcd the light to it, and very natu 
rally do not wish the ci j oyuieut oi this light 
postponed Brides, a Constitution that is to 
be set ajiii in war, that is not tquat to such 
emergency, Is uttit lor a nation. There Can 
be no s: longer objectione to a Constitution 
thun that its previsions are impracticable in 
time of war. Bach a Constitution is a nui- 
sance, fii to be thrown away. Every nation 
is liable to be engaged in war; oltcn or.e-ha!f 
its liletime is ifCfti in that state. Every gov- 
ernment is liable to doine-.tie rebellions and 
revolutions. It its principles will not eu.t 
ancu aa emergency, they need changing im- 
minently. It is startling, indeed, to till us 
that an Administration is compelled to do 
what th a Constitution loib ds to save the na- 
tion. What is the essence ol rebellioi.? Is it 
not doing what the Constitution or the laws 
made in tux6uaace cl it forbid? Is not that 
the crime, and iLe whole cf ii? Ii an Admin- 
istration ue.s what the Constitution does not 
authorize or txpretsly forbid?, what be.ter is 
the Administration than the rebels? 

The Government may plead necessity to 
save the nation; rebels may pitad necessity 
to save llMBMlMt. Both am ulike condemned 
by the only standard wc can app,al tc— the 
Constitutio.). Conttitulions disregarded as 
inadequate to the emergency of a nation are 
condemned, and do cot survive. They ought 
notEurviveif iuadi quite to war tint; s, the 
gteat emergency of cations. 

But the doctrine is, that if a thing becomes 
indispei sable to save the life of a nation, it 
may be lawful, although otherwise unconsti- 
tutional. Now, this djctrine applies to limes 
of peace as w eil as war. It wes proclaimed that 
free and slave States could Lot live togtther. 
It is now proclaimed that they c.n not. Now, 
if any President foresaw that, was he not au- 
thorized to assail the institution of slavery in 
time of p< ace as well as war, and thus antici- 
pate an evil beiore it came to a head? The 
6ame theory would justify a cruside upon 
slavery in time of peace to save the life ol the 
nation e-ois'.anliy in peril. 

But what, is to hinder »ny Administration 
and party in power to provoke civil war by 
unconstitutional actj, aud theu chtim the 
right to d j the acts MMsffeuud of, not horn 
the Cousiitu'ion, but from tho indispensable 
doc-trice? The whole theory is that of abso- 
lutism. Ii, has the same preUxi that despot- 
ism has ever hod, and no other, and those who 
assent to it travel the same road that has led 
to the shipwreck of free guvernment in all 
times past. They don't mean it. Oh, no. 
Taey are after an object — a great object — an 
indisp nsibie object. Th:ir partisan higher 
law magnifies this Otjcct Until ii U jHWIIWrt 
to all else. What is the use of civil liberty if 
their object can't be obtained? 20 on the lools 
go, blindfold, into th.- trap in which all the 
past hnvj been caugh:. Ala?! history can't 
teach us tnytbing. We ate always too blind 
to sec. Ii, is a light on the stern of ■> Y<Mct, 
that shin- s only ou the wavrs behind.

Tncy call the con- 
vention to 6cnd delegates to a Union Con- 
teri'atire Sotioiial Cvtii-eution, to be hild on 
the 4th cf Ju'y, at Chicago. The National 
Democratic Convention is to be held there 
on that dsy. 

fiome of tbe quondam Uuioii men it el in- 
dignant at thi commiuce lor their pn sump- 
tion, in proposing to smd delegates to Chi- 
cago, 'ihey cccusethc committee of a di&ign 
to sell tbe party out to the Democrats ol 
tho North. They protest against b. ing sold, 
and to counteract this sinister action of the 
committee they are gettirg up, in an irregu- 
lar revolu.iouary mann r, another c uveution, 
which si ail concidtr the ma'tcr and send 
delegates to 6ome ether IWTftlOl Thty 
don't generally say so cuttiglt; but the fjet 
is, the ccinmitU-e did not propose to send 
lelegates to tha ri«ht place.

pation scheme in the South is rapidly vivily 
ing all that has been said about the natural 
dependence of the black man, and the conse- 
quent necessity of putting him under the an 
thority of the white. One of the latest evi 
dcnce3 ol this is an order issued in Vicksburg 
which we give entire as we find it in the New 
York Tribune of the S0:h ult. : 

Hkaltu Officb, NaTcnir. Miss , 
March 19, 1801 
To pn B.-ive the general health of the troopi 
stationed in the city of Natchtz and or the 
inhabitants, and to euard asrali st the origina- 
tion here and the introduction of pestilential 
dim ase* the e-n»uing Summer and Autumr, it 
Imperatively requires the prompt, vigorous and 
.steady enforcement of the sanitary regulations 
h. -rt toforc prefcribed in this city. 

It is of the first and greatest importance 
and necessity that all causes tending to the 
engenderins and dissemination of pestilential 
diseases here, so soon as their exUtenci is 
known, shall be at onee abated or removed, so 
far as practicible It is to be apprehended 
that serious danger to tbe health of this city 
will result from the conatrejiation within its 
limits of the large numbers of idle negroes 
which now throng the streets, lanes and alleys, 
and over-crowd every hotfel. Lazy and profli 
gale, unused to caring for themselver; limit- 
less for the present, and recklessly improvi- 
dent of the future, the most of them loaf idly 
about the streets and alleys, prowllag in secret 
places, and lounee bz ly in crowded hoveli», 
which soon become deDS of noisome filth, the 
hot-beds fit to ergender a»d rapidly dissemi- 
nate the most loathsome and malignant dis- 
ease?. 

To prevent tho3e evil effects it it herthu or- 
(fcrwd that after the 1st day of April, 1S64, no 
contraband shall be allowed to lemain In the 
city of Natchez who is not employed by some 
resjtouiiUe white jxrson, in some legitimate 
Jiinees, and who does not reside at the dom 
ici!eof his or her emplojer; acd no contraband 
will be allowed to hire any premises in this 
city for any purpose whatever, and no other 
person will be allowed to hire such premises 
or the purpose of evading this order, nor al- 
lowed to hire or harbor any contraband who 
cannot satisfy the Health Officer that he or 
e nct d3 the services of 6aid contraband in 
some legitimate employment. All contra 
lnLds nrucalning In the city in contravention 
of this order af.er April 1 will be removed to 
tbe eontrabind encampment 

77«e word contraband is hereby defined to mean 
all persons formerly slaves who are not how in 
the employ of their former owners. 

Any evasion of this order will be punished 
more severely than the direct infraction of it, 
and all persons renting buildings to contra 
bands will ba held teeponsible. 

Jl rsons drawing rations from tfie United 
Stales Government are not supposed to need 
many hired servants. The number allowed to 
ch family will be determined by the under- 
;ned.

All that has been said by the defenders of 
the system of slavery is here amply set forth us 
the experience of mea whose sympathies aisd 
feelings were opposed to it, but who ui.d 
themselves forced to It by the actual necessi- 
ties of the case. 

They are idle, profligate, improvident, and 
uncleanly. 

They cannot, as a general rule, be trusted to 
occupy premises, or assume the qualified du- 
ties of citizenship, even when they have the 
means. 

They mu3t be put in charge of some re 
sponsible white person, as under the slave 
system. 

It is idle to say, in the face cf these facts, 
that the 6lave system is, cr can be, abolished 
by the war. The name und form may be 
changed, but actual servitude remains us 
tl;mly Scaled as ever. 

It continues so, not b; cause the prcjud ces 
of the olfieeis favor the institution, but the ac- 
tual health and safety of the black as well as 
the white meet demand its> continuance. 

If the Government, Instead of deluding tm 
come valo theory, drawn from ignorance and 
presumption, would shape Us policy by facts 
such as are actually before it, the present un- 
forlunate measures, the idle attempts to 
change ihe nature of the black race by paper 
proelaaiations, would ceasr. 

Thty retard the war, cost money aud lives, 
MtJ iu the end We will be found to have made 
no actual charge in the actual reUtious of the 
two n-eee. It is time fe>rlhis confessed fact to 
have its pro r cr influence upon the acts of the 
Government; or at least fcr It to cease the en- 
deavor to force events contrary to ca'ure and 
experience. 



1ST Gen. SL.rruan, iu a recent letter upon 
the proper methud of dealiig with residents 
iu the rebellious States, uses the following re- 
markable language: 

For my part, I believe that this war is tbe 
result of ialse political doctrints, for which 
wj are all us a people responsible, viz: that 
uuy and every people have a right 10 sell-gov- 
erumcut. 

This certainly la a vciy norel declaration to 
e omc at this time and In this country. The 
right of every people to take charge uf their 
own interests, especia'ly when in doing so 
they do not encroach upon the safety of other 
people, has been held as the foundation of 
Democracy. It has a very mouarchial sound 
to hc;.r it asserted that this doctrine Is intrin- 
sically false. 

The spirit indicated in his toleration of po- 
litical rights still further indicates General 
Sherman'B novel views. Hi suye: 

In this behalf, while I assert for our Gov- 
ernmeut the higacst military prerogatives, I 
am wiiliug to Dear in paUe&Cd lhat political 
nonsense ol slave rights, State rights, free- 
dom of conscience, freedom of prese,and 6uch 
other trash as have deluded the Southern 
people into war, anarchy, blooduhed and the 
foulest crimee that have disgraced any time 
or any people. 

It is something, perhaps, for a military com 
mander of sueh distinction, aud wielding such 
a power as he does, to declare he is for re 
specting tue-h things as State rights, rights of 
couscienct-, and freedom of the presi. If he 
does, his opinion of their absurdity will be of 
mere interest to the people, than their 
Opinion is to him, of ihe absurdity of holding 
such views. Still it is curious to observe thai 
such opinions, repugnant to Hepubllcani&mi 
are held and uttered by one having the power 
t-J enforce his views. 



[From the New York World.] 
Soldiers' Votes. 
The Tribune thinks it a sufficient reply to 
the exposures of the crime of tbe Administra 
tion In tampering with the freedom of elec- 
tions by sending home from the seat of war 
only Republican soldiers to vote, and denying 
furloughs to Democratic soldiers— to cite the 
R -publican majorities of those 8»ates which 
allow their soldiers to vote In the field. As 
If it would be a good reason for denying 
Democrats any v«te at all, if it can bs show! 
that Republicans outnumber them. That is 
ex tctly the revolutionary logic habitual with 
the Tiibune. But tbe following letter shows 
by what cheating and terrorism the mtjor 
premise of its false argument gets a specious 
existence : 

PniLADELPwa. April 36. 
To the Editor of the World : 

Sir : Under the caption of "Who Complain ■"* 
to-day's Tribune says: "There was no 'send- 
ing home ef only Republican soldiers' to vote 
in Ohio last fall," etc. Perhaps not j but at 
that time I was an officer in the United States 
service, and can testify that at the jOit at 
which i was on du y when the Ohio volun- 
teers were called upon to vote for Governor, 
the only ballots presented to them bore the 
name of John Brougb. I eximined the pack- 
age myself, and asked, '-What if a man wants 
to vote the oth, r ticket,"— and was answered, 
w th an oath, "that won't go down here ;" or 
something to that t fleet. 

Again, I had for some time in my posession 
a printed blank, handed me by a State agent 
from Deliware. It was ruled In Columbus, 
headed "Name," "Co.," "Regt.," Ac., and the 
heading to the fifth column wus "how does he 
vote:' This agent was going about to the 
various ho-piuis taking the nam-: 3 of the Del- 
aware soldiers for election furloughs, and in 
answer to my Inquiry intimitcd that none but 
those who voted the "Union" ticket would be 
permitted to go home. Is it anv wonder that 
there was "an aggregate of 8i,275 Union votes 
last fall to 7,112 Democra-.ic?'' Democrat. 

T A dispatch from St. Paul eays that it 
has been rscertained that the Iadians are in 
thirteen towns on the Minnesota river. Gen. 
Sibley has received a dispatch from Fort 
Abercromble, announcing that on the 23d 
ultimo the Indian scou'.s returned, bringing 
with them'tbo leading men of the Sisslton 
and Sioux tribes fcr the purpose of formally 
acceptir>g a part of their lantls. By the terms 
of peace offered by the Government, they are 
not to be allowed to return to their fornur 
lands, but will move to a new reservation near 
Devil's Lake, and will be protected by the 
Government while they behave themselves. A 
few of ihe Sissltons who were engaged In the 
attack on Fort Abercrombie, in 1863, were 
afraid to come in, and have gone over to the 
hostile Yanktons, and all have united with 
the great Teton bands to make war on the 
whites. It is expected they will concentrate 
near the mouth of Heart river, and give Gen. 
Sully battle. They also avow their intention 
to attack steamers and emigrants for Idaho. 

ST Captain. John M. King, of the rebel 
Thirtieth Louisiana, severely wounded at the 
battle of Murfreesboro, by a musket ball 
through the thigh, shattering the bone, was 
cared for by our troops and sent to a hospital, 
where he sutlered for months before he agreed 
to have his leg amputated. Even then the 
scale between life and death trembled in the 
balance, and the surgeon allowed him to go to 
private house In Nashville, thinking he 
would be better cared for, with instructions to 
report to the Medical Director. The Press 
ays changes were made there in the Idtpari- 
ment, and the single-legged Captain was for- 
gotten. A few days ago he was noticed, and, 
the facts being inquired into, was put under 
arrest, and will be forwarded to day for ex- 
change.

The bill 
was passed. 

Mr. Howe addressed the Senate at some 
length in support of the bill to pay Wiscon- 
sin nve per c»nt. of the grant 0 f i an ds made 
to ber in 1838. 

Mr. 8nmner presented a tubstitute for the 
f"f!inmls9ionrrs amendment to the National 
Bark bill, increasing the tax on circulation to 
one per cent, on dr posites to halt of one per 
cent , and on canltal stock beyond amount in- 
vented in Unite'd S'ates bonds to balf of one 
per ccn*. each half year after Januarv, 1864.

Mr. Garfield s^ld tbe subject was before tbe 
Committee on Military Affairs, who had re 
quested the War Deptrtment to give tbem all 
the facts. The Committee were daily expect- 
ing a full report on various classes of claims. 
It was necessary to hsve all the facts before 
tbe bouse could take intelligent action. He 
hoped, therefore, the amendment of bis col 
league would not prevail. 

Mr. Smith, of Kentucky, asked why the 
money should not he appropriated now as 
there was not in the War Department, or else- 
where in Washington, any evidence of the 
number of days for which the various classes 
of men been called out. These facts were to 
be <letermined as the ctriers arrive.
